In response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request submitted to the Records Management 
Division at WincheTr VA, enclosed is a processed copy of FBI Headquarters file 174-HQ-6885 and San Anton.o file 
174-SA-1487. 

To minimize costs to both you and the FBI, duplicate copies of the same document were not processed. 

Unfortunately, we are unable to access the manual indices of some of the Headquarters and all of the 
Pittsburgh Field Office at this time as they are currently prepared for automation. 

Records (9-HQ-61232), which may be responsive to your FOIA request, were destroyed on 
October 29 2007 Since this material could not be reviewed, it is not known if it was responsive to your request. The 
retention an ^ disposal of records are governed by statute and regulation under the supervision of the Nat.ona Archives 
and Reco?d^ ^Admmls ration (NARA), Title 44, United States Code, Section 3301 and Title 36, Code of Federal 
Regulations ChapteM2, Sub-Chapter B, Part 1228. The FBI Records Retention Plan and Deposition Schedules have 
Sen approved by the United States District Court for the District of Columbia and are monitored by NARA. 

A search of the Central Records System maintained at FBI Headquarters indicated potentially responsive 
records for your ub£d are ourreniy unavailable" These records are designated for shipment to the National Archives 
a^RlSM^Sat\on. Because these records are not available for review, it .8 not known if they are actually 
response to your request. Due to logistical limitations, we cannot determine how long these records will be 
unavailable. 

This material is being sent to you free of charge, therefore, your request for a fee waiver is moot.
